4, it will investigate possible 
relationships between cancer and 
occupational hazards, hereditary 
factors, diet, living standards, 
air pollution, etc. 

All over the nation 50,000 
volunteers will pass out question- 
naires to families, of whom one 
member should be over 45 years of 
age. Nobody under 30 is asked to 
participate. It is hoped that 
15,000 families in Massachusetts 
will take part in this program. 
Separate questionnaires for men 
and women have been prepared, to 
be returned in sealed envelopes 
by Jan. 25, by the volunteers to 
the ACS for coding, tabulating and 
analysis. 

Preliminary reports on the study 
will be published from time to 
time during the six years it will 
take to complete this vast survey, 
which should add greatly to the 
available knowledge of this 
disease and may help to find ways 
on how to combat cancer.

Idea Should Get Debate 


While singing its praises, the Board of Selectmen has 
quietly given the kiss of death to Harold Rafton’s pro- 
posal that the town have a professional study made of the 
expense to the town of all additional or improved facili- 
ties required by new homes. 

The Board lauded Mr. Rafton for the time he has spent 
studying the subject, and for the excellent presentation of 
it. to the various town boards. But the members agreed 
that the vast problem of assessing costs against new- 
comers needs more study than they can give it right now. 
And they were in accord in the belief that the merits of 
spending $10,000 to $12,000 for the study should be more 
thoroughly discussed, in view of the possibility that it 
will be illegal to establish assessments of the type 
suggested. 

Vr. Rafton’s ideas on assessing new fesidents for the 
costs of improvements and additions to the town’s facili- 
tiés are certainly persuasive to the resident, who natural- 
ly is inclined towards stabilization of his own tax bill. 
But town Counsel Fredric S. O’Brien has indicated the 
wisdom of thoroughly examining legal points, because 
these ideas are completely new hereabouts. 

In recognizing that the ideas are appealing, and also 
require study, the Selectmen killed the proposal as far as 
official sponsorship goes. But they left the door open to 
Mr. Rafton to file his article with the proper number of 
signatures on an accompanying petition. 

The discussion on this one, if it gets to the floor of 
town meeting, would obviously be vigorous. Although we 
are opposed to the solution Mr. Rafton presents, we rather 
hope it will come up at town meeting for full debate. 


Political Chicanery Possible 


Public apathy, more than anything else, will be blamed 
if the forthcoming town election produces _ a political 
situation which, in effect, dooms the town manager plan 
to failure. 

These may seem strong words, yet such a situation can 
develop if those who supported the manager charter, and 
the candidates who swept into office last March, do not 
remain equally active in 1960. 

The endorsement of a candidate by those who support 
the manager charter fully, and then complete cooperation 
in supporting the individual, are requisites. For it is in 
this crucial year that a new selectman, opposed to the 
plan or dedicated to it only providing it follows his own 
concept of municipal management, can, by accident or 
design, do most to destroy the plan. 

We have suggested before that the manager plan must be 
given time to work — and this year is the one in which it 
will either prove itself or indicate its weak points. Carp- 
ing criticism by an opponent of the plan, or internal 
harassment of the manager which serves to tie his hands, 
will obviously nullify efforts of others to give this plan a 
chance. We do not suggest, by any means, that a rubber- 
stamp type be elected — but we would certainly prefer a 
candidate with an open mind, honestly devoted to helping 
make this type of municipal management work. An oppo- 
nent, or anyone with inflexible ideas, will harm the work- 
ings of the manager plan, perhaps beyond repair. 


Let The Voters Decide 


It may be a bit presumptuous, but in view of the teach- 


ers’ Association stand on salary questions — and the 
request this week that the School Committee adopt the 
Association’s proposed salary schedule — we suggest 


that the alternate suggestions be placed before the voters 
at town meeting. 

For we now have a salary schedule adopted by the 
School Board and another, suggested for the second time 
by the Association. 

The amounts of money to pay for either are included in 
the budget — it’s now a question of which approach to 
teachers’ salaries shall be taken by the town. 

The Association viewpoint is that a strong basic sche- 
dule should be first adopted — and its plan now is to have 
the money in the budget for both increments and merit 
raises used for the higher basic schedule suggested by 
the Association. 

This would nullify the School Committee’s attempts to 
continue the merit rating plan, and would also increase 
the salaries beyond the point the School Committee felt 
inclined to establish. 

There are many arguments for a higher basic schedule — 
and perhaps the most obvious is the fact that other com- 
munities are offering higher salaries, without merit. 


An article could be phrased asking for the advice of the 
meeting on this problem, without in any way affecting the 
amount of money in the budget. Then, whatever the voters’ 
decision, sufficient funds would be available; and all of 
us would have a clear indication of what the taxpayers of 
the community want to do about teachers salaries,

dule adopted by the Committee. 
An additional $6,187 has been 
provided for the merit raises, Thus 
there is a total of $25,290 for 
teachers’ salary raises in the 
budget. 

If the higher schedule is ap- 
proved, he stated, the amount of 
$27,680 will be needed to pay for 
it — just $2,390 more than is 
provided. He agreed that the 
figures depended on _ limiting 
raises to a maximum of $500. This 
would mean that some teachers 
would take two years to get onto 
their proper step in the schedule. 


Mr. Hart said he anticipates 
that the letter from his Committee 
will reach tl. 2 School Committee in 
time to be considered at the next 
regular meeting. He explained that 
provisions of the earlier requests, 
on pay for master’s degrees, is 
not at issue now. 

The Association had met Jan. 
7, when Mr. Hart explained the 
provisions of the School Com- 
mittee’s salary schedule. 

He told the teachers that all of 
the recommendations made to the 
School Committee had been futile. 
Others at the mecting expressed 
the idea that the School Commit- 
tee should be told how the teach- 
ers feel, because the School 
Board has not accepted proposals 
made in other years either. There 
also was some mention of the un- 
rest created by some factors in- 
yolved in the present schedule, 
only recently adopted by the 
School Committee. 

In brief, the Association re- 
quested a $4,300 to $6,700 salary 
range, with $200 steps. The School 
Committee voted a $4,200 to $6,000 
schedule. 

The Association recommended 
$300 payment for a _ master’s 
degree — the School Board voted 
none. 

The Association proposed 
ratio basis of payment for ad- 
ministrators, principals, depart- 
ment heads, directors and counsel- 
lors. This was not followed by 
the School Committee — with 
separate salary ranges or extra 
payment established for these jobs. 

The Teachers’ Association re- 
commendations on sick leave 
were not followed by the School 
Board, it was reported. 

The Association also disagreed 
with the second-year approval of 
merit — pointing out that it dis- 
approved this a year ago. Mention 
was made of the inclusion in the 
budget of money for 33 merit 
raises of $500, when 47 teachers 
are eligible to apply. Some thought 
this indicated that 14 are already 
eliminated. 

There was also some expressed 
feeling that the merit plan is being 
used as an economy move, keeping 
down the basic schedule. It was 
felt by some teachers that there 
would. be no opposition to merit, 
after the basic schedule reaches 
a point where the teachers think 
it is reasonable. 
Suggested Raises 

When the Association had taken 
its vote to disapprove the School 

Board’s action, it also agreed that 
some method should be worked out 
to get a fair distribution of the 
funds allocated for increments. 

There was discussion of the 
possibility of a $400 across-the- 
board raise, but the Salary Com- 
mittee was given the job of figur- 
ing out how it could best be ac- 
complished. 

Mr. Hart said teachers generally 
felt that the lower schedule of the 
School Committee wouldn’t hold 
up a single year, in the face of 
competitive schedules in compar- 
able communities. 

On the matter of pay for master’s 
degrees, it was said that Andover 
is one of five communities in the 
state which does not give this sort 
of allowance.
